beria, under the direction of Will- 
iam Fox, of Indlanaixjlis. and Garry 
llcOarry, of Buflalo, have become 
very popular with the doughboys 
and gobs. Part of the work Involv- 
ed In the caring for the Americans 
tails for lonesome Journeys of weeks 
Along the route of the Trans-Siber- 
ian railroad. Her* the Secretaries 
met up wltb the Corporal and squad 
•n guard duty at the various posts. 

In speaking of the work of Secre- 
tary McGarry, who was formerly a 
musical comedy star on the Gay 
RIalto of New York City, Major Gen. 
William 8. Graves, commanding the 
Siberian torcea, wrote Ohalmwii 
Mulligan: 

"The services of McOarry among 
the A. B. F. in Siberia have been 
extremely valaable in connection 
with the comfort and entertainment 
of the troops, and has had an ex- 
tremely valuable effect upon the 
morale of these forces." 

"The co-operation which the 
Knights of Columbus have had from 
Russian and other authorities at a 
time when anything American was 
distinctly unpopular Is another trib- 
ute to the ability and fitness of tact 
and worthiness." said Uent. H. A. 
Morgan, morale offleer with the 
troops. 

Major Samnel I. Johnson. Provost 
Marshal of Vladivostok, told Mulli- 
gan In his letter:."! hear nothing 
but praise on every side for the 
work of the Knights nf Columbus In 
Siberia.

Messrs. McGarry and Fox, besides 
keeping track of the doings In Rus- 
sU, are always on the "alerte" for 
the American naval vessels. Re- 
cently at Tokohama tbe Asiatic fleet 
arrived and the Knights of Colum- 
bus went to meet him. The first 
night a banquet was provided for all 
the men of the rnilser South Da- 
kota. Tho men were entertained for 
seven days with excursions to viirl 
ous islands in the sea of Japan. 
When the party ended Rear Admiral 
Albert Cleaves, former head of tbe 
emlser and tranaport service that 
took S.900.040 Tanks overseas, 
wrote tbe tollowtng aceoknt of his

"i desire to thank you and ex- 
press my appreciation of the valu- 
able services rendered to our officers 
and men during the visit of our 
ship to Yokohama. Through your

vorable rlrcurrtstancea. It Is hardly 
necessary to monilon the value these 
visits ashore will have In bettering 
the morale of the crew." 

In his report to Overseas Direc- 
tor William P. Larkln. of the 
Knights of Colombus, Edgar' A. 
Sharp. K. of C. Commissioner to the 
British Isles, who has Just returned 
by the Fabre Line steamer Madonna, 
states that American superiority in 
sport, demonstrated so often In Kng- 
and. is one of the things underly- 
ig English prejudice against Amer- 
ns.

Irish American chronlrins the sud- 
den death of John P. Kelly, one of 
Its first subscribers and a veteran 
of the Louisville Police Department, 
who was stricken with apoplexy 



Sunday morning while waiting for 
a street car at Twenty-eighth and 
Madison. John Kelly was bom in 
County Galway, Ireland, In 1844, 
and with his parents came to Louis- 
ville when thirteen years old. Here 
lifi lived an active and useful life. 
l"oi a number of ye^rs he owned 
and conducted Kelly's Park at 
Twenty-eighth and Elliott, one ot 
the most popular amusement places 
in Kentucky and the scene of the 
first balloon ascension in Louisville. 
About 1898 he organized the Free 
Turnpike League of Jefferson Coun- 
ty, and It was largely due to his 
efforts and leailer.slili) that travelers 
were freed from road toll. His serv- 
ice in tho Louisville Police Depart- 
ment dates back to April, 1870. He 
was probably the oldest man in 
point ot ierrlee In the department. 
He was a first Lieutenant when 
John O. Baxter was Mayor, 'afr. 
Kelly wss looking forward to April 
1, at which time he intended to re- 
sign as patrolman and celebrate a 
"Kolden jubilee." Faithful and loyal 
to this country, he cherished a love 
for Ireland and the Catholic re- 
ligion, and was widely known for 
his generosity to tbe deserring 
poor. He is survived by bis widow. 
Mrs. Rose Kelly; a daughter, Mrs. 
John Quinn, and tour sons, W. C, 
Thomas F., E. C. and Theodore 
Kelly. His funeral took place Tues- 
day morning from the Church of 
Our Lady, Rev. Martin O'Connor 
conducting the solemn obsetjuies.

A surrey of the number of former 
serrlee men nnemployed the first 
two weeks of 1910 has Just been 
eompleted by Daniel J. Sullivan, Di- 
rector ot the Knights of Columbds 
employment service.

Though little news of the elec- 
tions held throughout Ireland on 
Thursday of last week has yet been 
permitted to pass the British news 
agencies, preliminary returns in the 
municipal elections in Dublin show 
successes tor tbe Sinn Fein candi- 
dates. Three Sinn Fein Commoners 
were elected on the first count, In- 
cluding Alderman Tom Kelley, now 
in prison in London, wlio olstalned 
more than three times the necessary 
vote. Lord .Mayor O'iN'eill, whose 
term expired, although running as 
an Independent candidate, scored a 
record poll, due to tbe fact. It was 
said, that he supported Sinn Fein 
candidates in other sections. 

Results from the country districts 
of Ireland indicate that the prepon- 
derance of the vote went to the 
Sinn Fein aspirants, and it is con- 
sidered certain that the party, to- 
gether with labor, will have n con- 
siderable majority outside of 
Ulster. 

Contssta In Ulster between Union- 
ists and Nationaliste were close in 

sll sections. iTioee parties United to 

oppose the Sins Felners, several of 
whom nevertheless were elected. 

Up to January 15 the Belfast Cor- 
poration consisted of fifty-two 
I'nlonlsts and eight Nationalists, l)ut 
as a result of the elertions wlilcli 
ended Saturday, in which the La- 
borltes, Devlinites and Sinn Felners 
skillfully bunched votes, it has 
only thirty-eeven, a loss of fifteen. 
In the Victoria and Shankhlll dis- 
tricts the Sinn Felners also made 
Inroads on the Unionist party, elect- 
ing candidates In both places.

Some months ago it was widely 
rumored, especially In Catholic cir- 
cles, that the Smith and Towner 
bills for the creation of a Federal 
Department of Education, which 
aroused so much opposition during 
the recent Coupress, had been with- 
drawn aiul iii;it a harmless IJank- 
head bill would take their place, in 
the face of these assertions the ques- 
tion arises: Are not these sooth- 
sayers too optimistic? and the more 
Important question: Is the Smith' 
Towner Bill really dead? The an- 
swer must, we regret to say, bo 
negative. The National Education 
Association, tho prime mover in tb& 
entire ai;itatlon which has been 
working hand in hand With the Bu- 
reau of Education announces 
through its Bulletin: "The Smlth- 
Towuer Bill Is Still In committee In 
both the Senate and House. Of 
course it will not need V> he intro- 
duced, but will hold Its present 
number and designation throughout 
the Sixty-sixth Congress, which will 
expire March 4. We shall do all in 
our power to secure the passage of 
this bill by the Sixty-sixth Con- 
gress." The N. E. A. means what It 
says when it announces that It will 
"do all in its power to secure the 
passage" ot ite measure, the adop- 
tion ot Ite plan ot creating a De- 
partment of Education under an Ap- 
pointed Secretary ot Education, who 
Is to bo a member of the Presidea> 
tial Cabinet. The propaganda eon- 
ducted by It Is quite active. 

The protests raised against the 
Smlth-Towner bills during the last 
twelve months In all sections of the 
I'nitod States remain unanswered as 
far as the N. B. A. and the Bureau 
of Education are concerned, no at- 
tempt being made to answer th^ ar- 
gumenta advanced against the pro- 
posed scheme; thus the entire light 
Ijg taken nut ot the realm of Intel- 
lectual argumentation and simmers 
down to an attepi|)t to gain Influ- 
ence and votes. Tho many protests 
sent to Congress and Senate by 
Catholics were forceful Indeed, and 
reflected the views and wishes ot 
innumerable voters. Yet theirs 
were not the only objections raised 
against the bills and the endeavors 
of the N. E. A. at the Milwaukee 
meeting ot the N. E. A., held last 
Rurnmer, was severely criticised by 
both the School Review and the 
American School Master. The N. B. 
A. is now urging that an Interna- 
tional bureau of education he pro- 
vided for in the charter ot the 
League of Nations. One would nat- 
urally assume tbnt. once the N. B. 
A. underiook to sponsor an intemn- 
lional movement In education, it 
would define specifically its own na- 
lion.ll programme first, and then 
Biiite 111:^1 how much thereof It de- 
bins to inject into tho programme ot 
the international body. In Its an- 
noun'tinent, however, ot the idea 
unii living its plan for an Intema- 
liunal organization It choosee to bo 
Just AS vague as it has often been 
heretofore in its annonncementa ro- 
gardlng national matters. \ 

While these effor'.s are In progress v, 
to centralize educa:ion In our coun- ' 
try aiul to give international scope 
to tho plans of the N. B. A., the elt- 
uation of tho private. Including the 
parochial, schooU !j still critical. 
Optimists may announuo that the 
private schools are not It: danger. 
Still tlie presence of theSmtt^ bill tn 
CtjiiKress, and other eltorts directed 
against the private schools, argu« to 
the contrary. The canse ot freedom 
of education, as anyone may see 
from the facts adduced, stands in 
need of vigilant friends. And even 
more than mere vlRilan:e Is needed 
— organized, general preparedness 
for defense is necessary. In tbe 
States and tn Congress the agitation 
to curtail this freedom Is going on, 
and nothing hut a determined stand 
and active counter-agitation will 
save the schools from the enemy. 
Catholics, and in fact all cltiseiw 09- 
posod to State kheolutlsm owe fr»Oi> 
dom the duty to do all In their pow- 
er to combat this danger and to pre- 
serve Intact for future generations 
the rights of parents to determine 
the policy of education In their sev- 
eral communities. C. B. ot O. V,

Tills enormous business 
was done entirely with KuRland and 
at such terms as the latter choso to 
make. Now the purpose of this 
bond issue, besides providing the 
means to develop Ireland's natural 
resources and to build up the In- 
fant Industries which Sinn Fein has 
established In every considerable 
town in Nationalist Ireland, is to 
find other outlets than British ports

Edward D. Shinnlck, aged aizty- 
flve, editor of the Shelby Reeord and 
former Secretary of the State Board 
of Control, died Monday evening at 
his home near ShelbyviUe after an 
Illness of four months of heart 
trouble.
